radule in the mid{t 54 hell. Fo 
out of his owane cuted. deat!) 
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dothhee bring vslife and cter-- 
nall happineſle. Likewiſe in et- 
teual vocation,when it plea- 
ſeth God to conuert and turne 
men vatotohim he doth it by 
the meanes of the Goſpel prea- 
ched, which in reaſon ſhould 
drine allmenfrom God. For it 
1s ascontrarie to the nature of 
man as fire to water, and light 
to darknefle : and forallthis , 
though it bee'thus again the 
diſpoſition and heart of man, i: 
preuailes with him and turnes 
him to God, Furthermore whe 
God will ſend his owne fer- 
uants to heauen, he ſends them 
a contrarie way , enen bythe 
gates of hell: and when 1s his 
pleaſure to makethem depend 
on his tauoar and providence 
he makes them feele his anger 
and to bee nothing in them- 
{clues , that they may wholly

foeuecr they are in him. This 
point being well conſidered, it 
1s manifett that the childe of 
God may paſle to heauen by 
the very gultes of hel. The loue 
of God is like a fea, into which 
whena manis caſt, he neither 
feeles bottome nor ſees bank. 
coclude therefore thatdeſpaire 
whether it ariſe of weakeneſſ: 
otnature, or of conſcience of 
{in;tkongh it fall out about the 
time of death , cannot pre1u- 
dice the faluationof them that 
- are effecually called. As for 0- 
ther ftrange even's which fall 
outia death, they arethe effe&s 
of difeales. Rauing and blaſ- 
phemings arife of the diſeaſe 
of melancholy and of frenſtes, 
wich often happen at theend 
of burains fcners , the choller 
ſhooting vi» iothe braine. The

pueſome extraordinarie indge- 
ment of God. Now theſe and

life. Andall ſinnes,procured by 


violent diſeaſes, & proceeding 
from repentant ſinners,are fins 
of infirmitie: for which,if they 
know them & come againe to 
the vic of reaſon, they will fur« 
ther repent ;ifnot,they are par- 
doned and buried in thedeath 
of Chriſt. And we ought not 
much to ſtand vpon the ſtrang- 
nefſe of any mansend, when 
we know the goodnefle of his 
life : for wee muſt iudge a man - 
not by his death but by his life.

1s,that # a man lie quictly and 
goe away like alamb (whichin 
ſomediſcaſes, as confumptions 
& ſuch like, any man may doe) 
thathe goes ſtraight to neanen; 
but if the violence of the diſeaſe 
ſtirrevp impatience, and cauſe 
in the party franticke behauz- 
ours,thenmenyſ{e to ſay, there 
ia mdgement of God feruing 
citherto diſcoucr an hypocrite, 
or to plague a wicked man. Bur 
the truth 15 otherwiſe ; for 11- 
deed a manmay dy like a }.um", 
and.yet goc to heil:and 90 {ye 
ingin excecdingtorments; w d 
ſtrange behawors of rne 6019, 
may goto keaue: & ty the out- 
ward conditi of any ma,cither 
in life or death, wee.are not to 
judge of his eſtate before God. 
The fourth obie@tion Is this ; 
When amanis molt neer death, 
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thenthe dinell is moſt buſte 1; 

temptatio,& the more menarc 
affaulted by Sata, the more di. 
gerous andtroubleſome istheu 
caſe. And therfore it may leem 
that the day of death is the 
worſt day of al. Avf.The condi.

Becauſe Chriſt hath appointed 
Prieſts to bee Indges vper 
earth with fach meaſbre of an- 
thority, that no manfalling af- 
ter baptiſme, canwithourt their 
| ſentence and determination bee 
reconciled, 8& they cannotright- 
ly indge, vnleſſc they know all 
a mans ſinnes ; therefore all that 
_ fallafterbaptiſme, are bound by 
Gods word to open all their 
ſinnes to the Prieſt. Anſw. Itis 
falſe which they fay, that the - 
Prieſts are Iudges, hauing pow- 
er to examine and take know }... 
ledge ofmens ſins, & iurifdiio 
whereby they can proper:y ab- 
 folue& pardon, or retain then. 
For Gods word hath giuen 16 
more to man , bur a mmifery of 
reconciliation, whereby 10 the 
name of God, and according to 
his word., hee doth preach, de- 
clare,, and pronounce, that Fe 
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of dying well. 
'doth pardon-or not pardon his 
fins, Apgaine, pardon may truly 
be pronounced, and right iudg- 
ment of the eſtate of any man, 
without a particular rehearſ(all 
of alt his ſinnes.. For heewhich 
foundly.andtruly repents of one 


or ſome few ſinnes, repents of 


all. Secondly, this confeſsion is 


- ouerturned by the practiſe of 


the Prophets and Apoſtles, who 
not- onely abfolued particular 

perſons, buralſo whole Chur- 
 ches withoutexaction of ari au- 
ricular confeſston. When Ns- 


"If! than the- Propher had. rebuked 


 Dauid for his two-greatand hor- 
rible crimes. Dazid touched 
with remors ſaid, 1hane fimned,& 
 Natha preſently without further 
examiationdeclared vnto him 
in the name of God, that his fins 
were forginen him: Thirdly, it 
can not bee prooued: by any 
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good and ſufficient proofes th at 


this confeſsion was vied. in the 


Church of God till after fiue or 
ſixe hundred yeares were expi- 
red. For the confeſsion which 
was then in vic, was cither pub- 
like before the Church, or the 
opening of a publike fault to 
ſome priuate perſon in ſecret, 
Therefore to vrge ſicke men vn@ 
to'ttlying at the point of death 
15 tolay more burdens on them 
then cucr God appointed. 

And whereas they make it a 
neceflary' thing to recciue 'he 
Euchariit inthe time of ficknes 
toward death, and that priuatly 
of the ſicke. party alone, they 
bane no warrant for their pra - 
Aife and*opinion.: For inthe. 
want of the Satrament there .is 
no danger, but inthe contempt ; 
and the very contemprit felfe is 
a ſin which may bee pardoned,
